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A  statetmAu  ts  Lord  GraiiTiUe.  Hit  lordship  made  it  at 
tran^Murent  as  potaible  that  a  Seeretary  of  State  for  India 
might  hare  the  beet  adrioe  upon  all  ocoations,  vrithoot 
offimal  advisen  to  fetter  in  the  act  of  ooonselling  him. 

.  Now,  with  regard  to  the  difBeulty  of  gettiiig  adrioe,  that  is  not  ao 
great  as  might  m  suwoeed,  as  it  can  be  ^  on.  all  oecasions  from  the 
permaneot  senranta  <n  the  East  India  Compaaf,  by  whom  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  affairs  of  India  is  principally  earned  on,  and  who 
po^as  so  much  information  on  all  queati^  ooonaetad  with  India. 
When  I  have  found  it  neoeasaiy  to  inform  myself  on  ^uations  oon- 1 
nected  witib  India  I  hare  sometimes  ajmlied  to  Mnrsnts  of  the  East 
India  Companr  lately  retomed,  and!  have  uniformir  found  diem 
ready  to  giro  aH  ^e  information  in  their  power ;  bat  I  bare  usnally 
found  that,  with  reference  to  what  nmy  cjdled  genand  qoaations,  I 
tber  were  more  apt  to  dwell  on  individual  ciroumatanoea  connected 
with  die  distriota  in  which  they  had  redded  than  to  go  into  thoae 
wider  views  that  might  lead  to  an  enlamed  and  comprehendve  deci-  j 
don  :  whereas,  if  I  went  to  men  like  Sir  J .  Mclvill,  whatever  thdr 
views  might  be  on  any  pardonlar  question,  whether  they  ware  ri^ht 
or  wrong,  they  were  able  to  go  into  the  whole  prinoiplea  on  which 
that  question  tamed,  to  give  a  full  history  of  it  up  to  that  moment, 
and  so  to  enable  me  to  come  to  a  sound  oonolasion  regarding  it.  Be¬ 
sides  nothing  is  so  easy  as  to  find  men  constantly  amving  mm  India 
extremely  well  informed  on  pardcular  departments  of  a  question,  end 
who  are  always  ready  to  give  information,  ^ough  they  mav  not,  of 
course,  be  able  to  supply  what  can  be  obtained  from  cmcial  soorcea 


oMnt  WM,  that  no  aarthly  oonaidantion  could  hafo  mduoed 
bim  to  reoommtnd  to  the  House  the  adoption  of  such  a 
maaeure.  Bat  really  Lord  Elleuboiongh'a  id«e  upon 
the  aohject  of  the  Gountil  paaa  all  oofOBioo  onoW' 
•tandioge.  It  will  not  do,"  aaid  Old  Poa,  *'to 
a^  man  Seeretary  of  State  for  lodia,  and  plaoe 
**  him  at  the  head  of  a  board  of  fifteen,  eseiy  men

self.”  Lord  Ellenborough’e  notion  of  a  good  adviser 
is  one  who  knows  less  of  the  matter  in  hand  than 
the  person  who  comes  to  consult  him.  Unless  the  Council 
know  more  about  India  than  the  Minister,  of  what  earthly 
uae  can  they  be  to  enlighten  and  asaiat  him  ?  It  was,  no 
doubt,  this  conviction  of  his  lordship  that  superior  know¬ 
ledge  of  India  was  a  thing  to  be  avoided  in  a  board  of 
Indian  councillors,  that  suggested  the  brilliant  conception 
of  giving  the  ohoice  of  some  of  them  to  such  places  at 
Belfeat  and  Glaagow.  A  more  effectire  method  of  elimi¬ 
nating  acquaintance  with  Indian  affairs  could  certainly  not 
have  been  devised  by  human  ingenuity.  Lord  Ellenborough 
draws  an  afflicting  picture  of  an  Indian  Secretary  of 
State  surronnded  with  men  wiser  than  himself,  and  ao* 
tually  condemned  to  consult  them  on  the  very  points 
where  be  is  their  inferior. 

Under  the  eziating  ayttem  the  Preaident  of  the  Board  of  Control 
seea  ^e  chairman  and  deputy-ohairman  once  a-week,  and  that  of  it- 
aelf  ia  a  very  great  advontom ;  for,  although  he  aeea  them  in  hia 
private  room,  he  moat  be  able  to  answer  toe  qnestiona  which  they 
put  to  him,  and  to  defend  the  olterationa  which  ne  may  have  mode  in 
the  several  lettera  which  have  been  eubmitted  to  him.

XHE  INDIA  BILL  IN  THE  HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

Lord  Derby  ia  not  always  a  moderate,  and  seldom  a  meek 
debater,  but  bis  speech  on  Thursday  night  waa  diatinguished 
by  more  than  temperance  ;  it  was  prudently  characterised 
by  “  total  abstinence  "  from  everything  provocative  of  pro¬ 
tracted  or  warm  discossion.  The  noble  earl  gave  a  siugnlar 
account  of  the  course  he  took  in  introducing  a  new  bill, 
instead  of  adopting  that  of  the  late  Government,  **  in  many 
.—indeed  in  most—Hif  the  provisions  of  which  he  cordially 
**  oooeurred.”  The  anxiety  of  the  noble  earl  was  extreme 
**  to  oiroid  making  Indian  affairs  a  battle-field  for  contend - 
^  ing  political  parties,”  so  that  he  most  have  considered  two 
bonea'  of  contention  less  likely  to  breed  strife  than  one ;  but 
it  ia  obvious  that  there  need  not  have  been  even  a  single 
bOMflMd  be  frankly  accepted  his  predecessor’s  measure. 
As  tiiere  must  he  at  least  three  to  make' a  riot,  so  it  is 
gspscally  held  that  there  'must  be  at  the  least  two  for  a 
quarrel,  a  truth,  however,  which  Lord  Derby  seems  not  to 
have  discovered  until  the  two  bills  confronted  each  other  on 
the  table.  It  was  then  that  Lord  John  Russell'  came  down 
with  Ui  peace-making  resolutions,  an  intervention  which, 
aa  ia  cased  the  drowning  Cabinet,  was  of  course  in  the  eyes 
Prime  Minister  not  simply  **  conciliatory”  but  a 
a^udid  example  of  ”  patriotism  and  wisdom."  * 

moat  painful  part  of  Lord  Derby’s  duty  the  other 
yufhii^  to  faoApituIate  the  points  in  which  his  own  India 
Bnl  dMhrad  firoin  its  competitor ;  but  he  managed  this 
with  infidnUy  waore  address  than  his  colleague  in  the  other 
Hooaa,  Qn^  adotirable  was  the  style  of  Lord  Derby’s 
sliding  over  .  the  dgiigeTous .  places  where  the  fond  Mr 
D’IsracIi  had  the  folly  to  linger.

at  least,  have  been  long  reoident  in  India,  and  who  are  acquointod 
with  evsiy  snlqeoC !  It  will  require  the  greatest  tact  and  moaage- 
ment  to  deal  with  such  a  body. 

While,  however,  it  is  impossible  to  resist  smiling  at  this, 
upon  some  other  points  the  noble  lord  made  severm  excel¬ 
lent  observations,  especially  upon  the  patronage  which  the 
Bill  propoeee  to  confer  upon  the  fifteen  old  gentleman  in  whom 
the  Court  of  Directors  is  to  be  revived,  or  rather  perpetuated. 

It  is  not  pretended  that  theoe  mtlemen  will  be  guilty  of  jobbory 
on  their  own  oooonnt ;  but  man  have  property  and  pooitioa  often 
have  poor  relotivee  and  hangers-on,  who  may  attempt  to  move  them 
to  do  their  jobs,  and  it  may  happen  hereafter,  oi  it  has  happened  be¬ 
fore,  that  iome  of  the  rich^  men  in  tiie  country  may  be  tne  greatest 
jobbers.  But  what  is  the  neooasary  result?  I  believe  that  the 
Cotmoil  in  its  original  formation  will  be  one  in  which  the  country 
will  have  perfect  confidence.  But  none  of  thoae  gentlemen  ore  ap¬ 
pointed  at  a  very  early  age,  and  what  will  be  the  state  of  that  Coun¬ 
cil  eight  or  ten  years  hence  ?  We  are  dealing  with  futurity,  remem¬ 
ber,  and  are  endeavouring  to  establish  soma  government  kr  India 
that  shall  loat.  Thoae  gentlemen  will  not  take  their  600/.  o-yev 
and  retire  and  looe  their  patronage.  They  will  stay  on  and  retain 
their  patronage.  Ton  make  a  Council,  then,  part  of  which  in 
ten  years  must  be  effete,  and  they  will  then  be  very  much  in  the 
position  of  a  conclave  of  Cardmals  with  a  dymg  P(^.  Cimvasriitf 
will  go  on  continually ;  each  man  will  be  looking  into  his  neighbour^ 
face  to  aee  who  is  to  die  first,  and  ample  preparations  will  mads, 
in  the  moot  pious  disposition,  for  filling  his  place.  After  eight  or  ten 
jrears,  therefore,  canvassing  will  be  perpetually  going  on  fx  suooes- 
sion  to  those  respectable  old  men. 

This  we  believe  to  be  perfectly  true,  and  we  can  only 
hope  that  upon  this,  as  well  as  upon  some  other  points,  the 
bill  msy  reoeive  some  modifioations  in  committee.  That  it 
wilt  be  improved  to  any  considerable  extent  at  this  late 
period'of  the  session,  with  the  dog-star  raging,  and  the 
Thames  as  close  to  the  noses  of  the  Lords  as  the  Commons, 
we  are  not  so  sanguine  as  to  expect. 


with  him  it  will  be  said  he  ia  completely  under  their  control  If  a 
difference  of  <^nion  arises  in  the  Council,  and  the  Secretary  resolves 
to  act  in  accordance  with  his  own  views,  and  those,  perhaps,  of  a 

Eortion  only  of  the  members,  the  probability  is  that  toe  progress  of

The  number  of  the  Council  is  another  objection  to  it 
which  Lord  Granville  enforosd  by  his  experisnee  os  a 
cabinet  minister.-  He  appealed  to  members  of  the  houM 
who  had  held  cabinet  offices,  ”  Whether  the  number  at 
**  which  cabinets  had  now  arrived^  fifteen  or  sixteen,  did 
**  not  to  a  certain  degree  enoourage  oonversation,  and  tend 
to  place  the  knowledge  and  conduct  of  important  businesa 
in  the  hands  of  fewer  members  than  if  the  cabinet  oon- 
sisted  of  a  smaller  number.” 

This  is  taking  the  very  mildest  view  oi  tbe  proposed 
Council.  When  least  mischievous  it  will  be  no  more  than 
a  weekly  convermeione  held  by  tbe  Minister  to  chat  upon 
Indian  affairs.  But,  even  considered  in  tbst  light.  Lord 
Granville,  with  no  less  humour  than  sagscity,  pointed  to  sn 


**  Government  in  the  selection  of  the  beet  men. 
lurdehip  leaves  it,  and  sliding  on  to  the  next  point,  again 
makes  the  ehorteat  possible  stay,  with  the  same  discretion.

tricatea  himself  with  the  same  agility  and  coolness.  .  These, ; 
boirtvar,  are  after  all  but  tbe  tricks  of  an  expert  rhetorician, 
aacvioea^  to  Lord  Derby  in  debate,  but  there  only,  for  he 
may  be  wdl  assured  no  oratorical  artifice  will  ever  cancel 
tba  merry  meoaoiy  of  his  India  Bill.

NEW  CALEDONIA. 

In  Eaeninge  at  Home  there  is  a  story  of  two  brothers  who 
cross  the  sea  together  to  the  shores  of  some  auriferous  land. 
On'  arriving  they  make  an  equal  diviaion  of  tbeir  oapilal, 
and'  tbe  elder  settles  down  on  a  fertile  spot  as  a  foraer, 
whilst  tbe  younger  hurries  off  to  the  diggings.  Tlie  farmer 
prospers,  and  can  look  round  on  bursting  granaries,  crowded 
stacks,  and  bleating  or  lowing  flocks  and  herds,  when  tbe 
yoonfer  returus  lo^ed  with  the  precious  metal,  but  ragg^, 
emamted,  and  in  want  of  tbe  simplest  necesstriet  of  life. 
These  are  readily  supplied,  but  at  a  price  regul^ed  by  the 
strict  laws  of  demana  and  supply ;  and  as  there  is  no  other 


talents  in  writing  long  minutos ;  and  it  is  therefore  possible  that  vou  { 
may  find  a  very  able,  energetic,  well-informed  man,  ready  to  oonanct 
business  in  the  Council  with  so  mudi  deliberation  and  at  sudi  a 
length  as  to  make  business  really  impossible.  The  rs^t  of  such  a 
state  of  things  will  be-  that  tbe  Secretary  of  Stats  will  find  it  too 
tiresome  to  go  on  with,  and  will,  in  pure  self-defonoe,  reduce  the 
proceedings  of  the  Council  as  mudi  as  possible  to  a  mere  matter  of 
form. 

When  a  cabinet  minister  proves  a  bore,  he  can  be  turned 
out,  but  there  is  no  provisiou  in  the  bill  to  eject  a  similar 
nuisance  from  the  Indian  Council,  a  place  where  it  would  | 
notoriously  be  more  likely  to  be  met  with  than  in  any  other  | 
resort  qf.men.

In  offering  these  remarks,  it  is  far  from  our  intention  to 
rtflect  on  the  Minister  of  War,  whom  WS  believe  to  be 
most  assiduous  in  his  department.

immediate  attention  of  the  British  Government,  who  have 
certainly  lost  no  time  in  making  provision  for  the  emergency. 
The  subject  was  developed  in  all  iu  bearings,  and  the  pro¬ 
jected  tneaSures  expHtitied,  by  Sir  E.  Bulwer  Lytton  on  the 
8lh  instant,  in  a  speech  which  may  be  regard^  as  appro¬ 
priately  and  felicitously  inattgumting  his  career  as  Colonial 
Secretary.  We  collect  from  it,  and  from  the  documents  to 
which  he  referred,  that  the  population  for  which  he  proposes 
to  legislate  consists  at  present,  and  is  likely  to  consist  for 
some  time  to  come,  almost  exclusively  of  adventurers  who 
bare  failed  in  California  or  Australia,  or  found  these  by  no 
means  intolerant  communities  too  hot  to  hold  them.  Out 
of  the  first  arrivals  (about  450),  not  more  than  sixty  wore 
British  subjects ;  and  of  the  thousands  said  to  be  m  route 
from  San  Francisco,  very  few  owe,  or  profess  to  owe,  any 
sort  of  natural  allegiance  to  Queen  Victoria.  We  learn  also 
that  the  proposed  scene  of  their  operations  is  occupied  or 
surrounded  by  numerous  bands  of  well-armed  Indians, 
whose  tactics  are  to  watch  the  movements  of  the  miners, 
till  some  progress  has  been  made  in  clearing  and  sifting,  or 
otherwise  ascertaining  the  auriferous  quality  of  any  given 
spot  or  station,  and  then,  by  hustling  and  quarrelling  with 
the  invaders,  intercepting  their  communication  and  cutting 
off  their  supplies,  to  appropriate  tbe  fruits  of  their  skill  and 
labour.  The  rivers  are  described  as  most  dangerous  where 
the  sands  are  richest,  and  many  lives  have  been  lost,  as 
well  as  boats  swamped,  in  the  rapids  or  whirlpools.  The 
territoiy  is  420  miles  long  in  a  straight  line,  800  from 
comer  to  corner,  average  breadth  Q50  to  820,  greatest 
breadth  400.

maiutained,  iu  to  scattered,  ill-assorted,  and  ill-condi¬ 
tioned  a  community ;  if,  indeed,  the  term  can  be  applied  to 
Bucoessive  sets  of  straggling  adventurers  who  have  nothing 
in  common  but  a  raging  thirst  for  gain.  Will  Governor 
Douglas  be  expected  to  arbitrate  between  them  and  their 
brown  or  black  competitors  ?  Is  he,  in  person  or  by  deputy, 
to  be  at  baud  and  prepared  to  enforce  order  wherever  a 
party  of  them  may  pitch  their  tents  or  construct  a  block¬

THE  THAMES  PURIFICATION  BILL. 

This  is  not  a  Bill  to  purify  the  Thames,  but  a  Bill 
to  shift  the  responsibility  for  its  purification  from  tbe 
Government  to  the  Metropolitan  Board  of-  Works.  Lord 
John  Manners  being  too  nice  for  such  a  business,  his 
lordship  is  to  do  it  by  deputy,  in  the  person  of  Mr 
Thwaites.  We  are  certainly  not  astonished  than  any 
Minister  with  a  nose  should  shrink  from  so  unsweet  an 
enterprise ;  but  at  the  same  time  we  may  say  that  this 
shirking  of  so  important  a  service  is  a  shabby  return  to 
the  Thames  for  the  unquestionable  aid  he  has  rendered  the 
Cabinet,and  Mr  Disraeli  especially, curtailing  tbe  discussions 
on  the  ludia  Bill,  and  wafting  him  through  some  of  tbe 
most  difficult  passages  of  the  session. 

We  take  from  the  ‘  Times '  the  following  summary  of 
the  plan  submitted  to  the  House  on  Thursday  night  by  the 
Chancellor-of  tbe  Exchequer.

As  to  the  amount  and  the 
duration  of  the  rate,  the  objects  would  be  to  raise  a  sufficient  fund 
for  this  great  work  (not  less  than  3,000,000/.),  and  that  it  should  be 
continu^  for  such  a  period  that,  at  its  termination,  a  sinking-fund, 
to  be  in  simultaneous  action,  should  suffice  to  extinguish  the  whole 
sum  to  be  raised.  The  Government  were  informed  that  a  rate  of  not 
more  than  3d.  in  the  pound  for  forty  years  would  bo  sufficient  to 
complete  the  whole  of  the  main  drainage,  and  to  supply  a  sinking 
fund  to  liquidate  the  debt.  To  bring  about  this  result  application 
had  been  made  to  the  Government  for  assistance,  and,  in  his  opinion, 
the  application  was  one  of  a  legitimate  character.  The  Government, 
therefore,  proposed  to  guarantee  the  principal  and  interMt  of  the  sum 
which  toe  Metropolitan  Board  of  Woru  would  raiso, — namely, 
3,000,000/.  at  on  interest  not  exceeding  4  per  cent,  upon  conditions

If 
Government  should  overlook  this  good  man  and  his  extraordinary 
services,  his  own  fiock  never  can  and  never  will :  thoae  services  and 
that  self-denial  will  live  in  the  recollections  of  the  army  as  long  as  a 
single  man  survives  to  tell  the  tale.  And  for  myself  despite  some 
vital  errors  in  creed,  I  cannot  hut  hope,  and  I  as  earnestly  pray,  that 
zeal  so  distinguish^,  and  laboTir  so  abundant,  may,  throu^  the 
divine  mercy  of  Christ  our  common  Saviour,  find  honourable  mention 
in  the  audience  of  assembled  angels  and  men,  when  warriors  with

The  stories  of  Delhi  and  the  Punjab  in  our  Indian  war 
against  the  mutineers  are  allied  so  closely  together  that 
these  two  books  may  be  said  to  contain  a  single  history,  and 
differ  only — from  the  position  occupied  by  the  writers — as 
to  the  parts  of  it  on  which  emphasis  is  laid.  Upon  one  fact 
they  both  lay  the  strongest  emphasis  :  that  too  much  honour 
cannot  be  given  to  the  long  endurance  and  the  final 
triumph  of  the  little  army  engaged  in  the  siege  of  DelhL 
Mr  Rotton,  the  chaplain,  claims  for  the  defenders  of  Hindoo 
Rao  against  twenty-six  fierce  assaults,  not  less  praise  than 
was  earned  by  the  garrison  of  Lucknow.  Mr  Cooper  says 
of  the  achievement  of  the  Delhi  Field  Force ; 

Thera  is,  we  believe,  no  parallel  in  the  annalz  of  warfare  to  the 
position  of  Major-General  WUsoa  when  he  assumed  command  of  the

Yet  were  they  not  down-hearted  or  melancholy ;  still  less  were  they 
light  and  trifling.  A  lively  sense  of  the  country’s  expectation  of 
them  to  do  their  duty,  and  a  determination  on  their  part  to  do  it 
without  favour  or  partiality  to  themselves,  were  the  most  conspicuous 
features  of  the  conversation  and  the  oompany.^  There  was  hm  the 
absence  of  all  vaunting,  and  in  the  place  of  it  was  the  sobriety  of 
reason,  and  the  inflexibility  of  Anglo-Saxon  purpose  and  eourage. ' 
And  fixHn  what  I  both  saw  and  heard  in  that  tent,  taken  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  conviction,  whidb  spontaneously  sprang  up  in  my  own 
mind,  that  only  the  reality  of  their  sentiments  had  h«en  expressed  by 
the  speakers,  I  went  away  impressed  with  an  increase  of  respert 
for  human  nature.  I  saw  that,  with  all  its  usual  selfishness,  it 
could  be  thoroughly  unselfish,  and  was  so  on  the  present  occasion. 

With  this  subsUntial  merit  in  the  chaplain’s  book,  based 
upon  tbe  more  substantial  part  of  his  own  characteri  we 
take  the  fact  that  it  is  a  close  record  of  the  events  of  tbe 
siege  by  an  eye-witness,  from  which  historians  will  fill  up 
many  a  detail  in  the  journal  of  that  great  incident  in  the 
story  of  our  age.  Reiuiiog  it  thus,  we  can  lay  only  faint 
stress  upon  superficial  defects  in  the  manner  of  the 
narrative. 

Mr  Cooper  writes  from  the  Civil  Commissioner’s  point  of 
view,  not  less  definitely  than  Mr  Rotton  writes  in  the  cha¬ 
racter  of  cluplain.  Thus  we  learn  of  tbe  Punjab  early  in

manned  by  our  own  trained  gunners,  and  SiUi  infantry  trained  to  the 
gun  drill,  who  exhibited  (to  our  loss)  the  excellent  practice  they  had 
acquired.  In  all  probability  none  of  the  same  class  will  be  permitted  to 
attain  any  such  dangerous  efficiency  again.  Even  in  a  military  point  of 
view,  against  a  garrison  so  desperate,  so  strongly  armed,  and  with  reli- 

¥  Ion  for  their  war  cry,  any  attack  would  have  met  with  fierce  resistanoe. 

0  a  certainty,  tbe  Britiah  camp  and  hospitals,  if  left  undefended, 
would  have  ^en  attacked  and  destroyed,  and  their  baggage  would 
have  fallen  into  the  enemy’s  hands. 

Supposing  any  bold  attempt  at  escalading  the  cit^  walls  had  been 
made,  failure  would  have  bera  attended  with  calamity  not  usual  in 
ordinary  warfare.  The  Government  was  engaged  ostensibly  in  the 
easy  task,  according  to  all  precedent  (as  long  as  the  impression  of 
invmcibiUty  was  abroad),  of  punishing  its  rebellious  suojects  with 
the  strong  arm  of  power :  but  the  strong  arm  of  power  had  beoome 
a  shadow.  Honour  and  prestire  were  at  stake  when  Lord  Raglan 
was  before  Sebastopol,  had  he  been  forced  to  retire  to  his  ships.  An 
empire,  and  lasting  dishonour  were  at  stake,  when  General  Wilson 
held  his  ground  •  magnificently  before  Delhi;  resting  his  hopes  of 
succour  on  the  consummate  political  wisdom,  determination,  and 
foresight  of  Sir  John  Lawrence,  and  his  hopes  of  success  on  the 
indomitable  courage  of  the  British  soldier.  The  position  was  critical ; 
reinforcements  strong  and  speedy  were  imperative ;  and  reliance  on 
the  Chief  Commissioner  was  juiuy  reposed. 

The  Punjab  drained  of  its  military  force  owed  much  of 
its  safety  to  the  energedo  action  of  those  Englishmen  who 
were  eotrusted  with  the  civil  power,  and  to  the  Deputy 
Commissioner  of  Umritsur,  who  now  writes  upon  the  crisis, 
England  remembers  a  debt  of  thanks  for  having  vigorously 
acted  in  the  crisis.  He  it  was  who  did  not  flinch 
from  obeying  the  political  necessity  which  caused  him — 
the  solitary  English  magistrate,  supported  only  by  a  band  of 
Sikbs — to  inflict  at  Ujnalla  punishment  of  death  upon 
nearly  five  hundred  mutineers  of  the  26th  Native  Infantry. 

The  two  volumes  of  whfoh  we  now  speak  are  both  written 
by  men  who  participated  most  actively,  though  not  as 
soldiers,  in  the  labours  that  preceded  the  Fall  of  Delhi. 
Mr  Cooper  writee,  as  a  man  of  action,  with  much  vigour. 
Mr  Rotton,  who  at  first  set  his  notes  down  for  tbe  informa¬ 
tion  of  a  friend  and  brother  clergyman  at  home,  is  often 
professional  in  bis  details,  and  the  general  reader  may  find 
that  his  book,  though  naturally  written,  is  somewhat  infected 
with  tbe  dulness  of  manner  and  the  poverty  of  thought  that 
we  are  accustomed  to  regard  as  orth^ox  in  writings  for  the 
pulpit  Yet  under  this  defect  there  lies  hidden  many, 
an  unobtrusive  merit.  We  feel  that  tbe  chaplain  must 
have  been  worked  to  tbe  uttermost,  and  yet  he  never  tells 
us  so.  There  is  one  quiet  reference  to  a  good  constitution. 
Once  he  deplores  incidentally  and  very  deeply,  an  omission 
of  duty  caused  by  tbe  misapprehension  of  his  servant. 
Tbrou^out  there  is  evidently  work  done  and  no  credit 
claimed.  Again,  while  it  was  evidently  Mr  Rotton’s  merit 
to  be  cbapbiin  in '  earnest,  be  was  idso  Englishman  in

Queen  Elizabeth. 

With  this  week  Madame  Ristori’s  performances  end  for 
the  season,  and  she  will  take  her  farewell  benefit  on  Monday 
in  the  Govent  Garden  Opera  House.  For  that  occasion  she 
has  chosen  to  appear  in  her  last  and  newest  part  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  in  Signor  Giacometti's  play  of  EUsabetta,  Regina 
d' InghUterra.  The  choice  was  wise,  not  only  on  the  ground 
of  novelty ;  for  we  believe  and  hope  that  Queen  Elizabeth 
will  supersede  Medea  as  the  popular  show-piece  in  Madame 
Ristori ’s  repertoire.  There  is  no  part  in  which  it  is  so 
advisable  that  the  Italian  actress  should  be  seen  by  those  who 
would  learn  all  they  can  of  the  range  of  her  powers  in  a 
single  evening.  Moreover,  the  play  is  by  no  means  bad. 
Signor  Giacometti  takes  the  common  notions  about  Queen 
Elizabeth,  and  brings  into  bold  apposition  many  odd 
contrasts  of  character;  she  is  tender  and  cruel,  vain 
and  heroic,  playful  and  grim,  pnniabing  a  slight  with  death 
and  pardoning  a  deadly  treason,  we  even  see  her  young  in 
one  act  and  old  in  another.  Simply  by  accepting  a 
tradition,  Signor  Giacometti  shelters  himself  against  all 
reproach  in  furnishing  an  actress  with  a  character  that  givefr 
her  opportunity  of  showing  skill  alike  in  comedy  and  tragedy, 
and  of  running  up  and  down  the  whole  scale  of  her  art.  He 
has  done  his  work  also  in  a  pleasant  spirit ;  there  are  no 
inflated  speeches  in  his  play,  his  dialogue  is  rather  lively 
than  severe,  and  where  there  is  passion  he  contents  himself 
with  indicating  by  a  series  of  words  what  the  actress  must 
express.  He  woiks  into  his  play  all  the  most  popular  bits 
of  the  history  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  allows  all  bis 
dramatis  persona  to  grow  gray  before  he  parts  with  them. 
With  Queen  Elizabeth  he  does  not  part  till  she  has  died 
upon  the  stage.  Unity  of  thought  is  secured  by  centering 
everything  upon  the  love  of  Elizabeth  for  Essex.  Madame 
Ristori,  who  always  gives  prominence  to  the  essentials  and 
runs  lightly  over  the  accessories  in  her  reading  of  a  part, 
works  out  this  feature  of  the  character  with  every  elabo¬ 
ration.  In  illustration  of  her  manner  of  dealing  with  acces¬ 
sories,  we  may  direct  attention  to  the  scene  in  which  she 
pardons  Maria  Lamboum  an  attempt  upon  her  life.  A 
dozen  strong  points  might  be  made,  and  would  be  striven  for 
by  an  inferior  artist,  but  the  scene  is  only  a  bit  of  colour 
meant  to  embody  the  notion  that  Elizabeth  joined  magna¬ 
nimity  to  littleness,  it  is  not  one  of  the  essential  portions 
of  the  story,  and  with  a  light  tooob,  therefore,  Madame 
Ristori  runs  over  it,  because  she  will  not  msr  the  just  pro¬ 
portions  of  her  picture.  We  have  not  space  to  dwell  on 
an  elaborate  performance  that  is  so  remarkable  as  this  for 
its  variety  of  feature.  During  a  long  play  of  five  acts,  the 
heroine  is  almost  incessantly  upon  the  stage.  She  sets  out 
with  comedy,  and  ends  with  tragedy.  She  is  Elizabeth  with 
her  red  hair,  her  great  frill,  and  her  furbelow ;  capricious, 
handsome,  dangerous,  biding  a  love  in  her  heart.  She 
signs  her  lover’s  death-warrant  with  haggard  face,  ages  at 
once  when  he  is  dead,  and  appears  years  afterwards  a  de¬ 
crepit  woman  eaten  with  remorse  and  spectre-haunted ; 
but  still  vain,  denying  her  own  feebleness,  still  proud, 
asserting  her  own  dignity  ;  bowed  down  heartbroken  when 
in  any  snatch  of  solitude  she  dares  permit  her  thoughts  to 
dwell  upon  the  lover  whom  she  cut  off  in  the  blossom  of 
his  youth. 

The  play  is  very  well  acted  by  the  other  members  of  the 
company,  who,  though  they  second  Madame  Ristori  feebly 
enough  in  classical  plays,  know  very  well  how  lo  give  life 
to  a  romantic  drama. 

THE  HAYMAREET. 

Mr  Buckstone  closed  last  Saturday  night  a  season  of 
five  years,  during  which  he  has  pr^uced  eighteen  new 
comedies,  five  pantomimes,  and  many  farces,  ballets,  and 
extravaganzas,  for  the  public  entertainmenL  What  he  has 
produced  has  been  always  well  produced,  and  has,  of  Istc, 
not  often  failed  to  earn  substantial  favour  from  the  public. 
In  his  address,  before  the  seven  weeks’  holiday  during 
which  the  house  will  be  got  ready  for,  wo  trust,  another 
lustrum  of  success,  Mr  Buckstone  pointed  out  that  ‘friend  of 
the  Italian’  as  the  public  proves  itself  by  supporting  three 
Italian  operas  and  one  Italian  dramatic  company,  it  is  a 
friend  also  to  good  English  players  and  good  English  plays. 
The  Haymarket,  the  Adelphi,  the  Princess’s,  and  the 
Olympic  theatres  have  all  been  earning  for  some  time 
past  a  manifest  success.  Tho  farewell  night  at  the  Hay- 
market  on  Saturday  was  the  occasion  of  Mr  Buckstone  s 
benefit,  and  of  the  revival  of  an  old  comedy.  The  Way  to 
Keep  Him,  which  will  reappear,  no  doubt,  in  September, 
when  the  Haymarket  reopens,  and  of  which,  therefore,  we 
will  speak  when  it  is  again  before  the  town.

by  Mr  Bell,  and,  best  of  all,  that  of  l^ord  John  Rusxsll,  by 
Baton  Marochetti,  who  has  departed  iiom  the  usual  prac¬ 
tice  of  attiring  bis  sitter  in  a  blanket,  and  has  shown  that 
fidelity  even  to  the  accidents  of  costume  is  no  more  iucou- 
aistent  with  true  art  in  sculpture  than  in  painting.  Our 
full-length  portrait  statues  seldom  now  wear  Roman  drapery, 
our  paiuters  no  longer  put  even  a  bust  into  the  classic  nap- 
kiti)  and  there  is  no  valid  reason  why  our  sculptors  should 
produce  their  portrait  busts  napkiued  as  if  they  bad  been 
sitting  to  a  barber. 

Moreover,  while  we  appreciate  and  admire  the  skill  dis¬ 
played  by  our  sculptors  in  depiction  of  the  human  form, 
and  recognise  spiritual  expression  through  the  nude  human 
figure  ae  tlie  highest  object  of  their  art,  we  think  they  can 
afford  to  diepeuse  with  tho  obvious  extravagance  of  artifice 
for  the  suppression  of  dreea  in  figures  that  profess  to  appear 
oloihed.  We  are  quite  sure,  for  example,  tliat  Ruth  before 
jRooa  would  never  have  been  so  careless  about  the  slipping 
away  of  her  dress  as  Mr  Papwonh,  jun.,  represents  her  to 
be  in  liis  otherv>ise  clever  figure  with  that  title.  The  wife 
who  lias  lieen  searching  for  her  husband  in  vsiq  on  tbe 
battle-field,  as  represented  by  Mr  Crittenden,  may  doubtless 
have  been  attending  to  the  baby  that  is  in  her  arms ;  but 
on  the  whole,  we  think  that  a  woman  wandering  among  tbe 
soldiers  upon  a  battle-field  would  put  more  covering  upon 
her  person,  Mr  Merslmll  represents  Ruth  in  the  field 
beating  out  tlie  corn  that  she  has  gleaned,  and  gets  plenty 
of  spiritual  beauty  out  of  her  anatomy,  without  deviating  at 
all  into  the  conventional  or  representing  anything  that  is 
impossible.

The  Notes  are  to  be  continued  annually,  and  as  they  are 
much  more  wanted  and  a  great  deal  better  worth  having 
than  Mr  Ruskin’s  Notes  on  the  Academy,  from  which  they 
differ  totally  in  plan,  we  have  no  doubt  that  their  value  will 
he  fully  recognised.  One  effect  of  them  we  l>elieve  will  be 
to  increase  the  number  of  the  visits  paid  to  the  old  Masters 
at  the  British  Institution. 

THE  COURT  OF  LAHORE  :  lEDIAN  PICTURES. 

At  the  Gallery,  No.  7  Hay  market,  Herr  A.  Schoefft  has 
opened  an  exhibition  of  paintings  representing  Indian  scenes 
and  personages,  as  they  were  sketched  and  coloured  on  tbe 
spot,  not  long  before  the  outbreak  of  tbe  mutiny.  The  chief 
work  is  a  large  picture  of  the  Court  of  Lahore,  containing 
some  fifty  portraits  and  many  illustrations  of  oriental  man¬ 
ners.  There  is  an  interesting  picture  also  of  the  Sacred 
Durbar  of  Umretsir;  there  are  sketches  from  Calcutta, 
Bombay,  Benares,  Agra,  Simla,  and  Patna  ;  tiger-hunting, 
Thug  life,  Harem  life,  separate  portraits  of  the  old  King  of 
Delhi,  of  bis  late  presumptive  heir,  of  tlie  Maharajah  Shir¬ 
king,  and  so  forth.  As  works  of  art  these  pictures  cannot 
claim  any  high  rank,  but  their  subject  matter  gives  them 
interest.

MASSACRE  OF  CHRISTIANS  AT  JEDDAH. 

A  fearful  outbreak  took  place  at  Jeddah  (tbe  port  of  Mecca,  in  tbe 
Red  Sea)  on  the  evening  of  tbe  15th  of  June,  when  the  Mahomedan 
inbabitanta  rose  and  massacred  the  Christians.  Among  tbe  victims 
were  Mr  Page,  the  Engliab  Vice* Consul ;  M.  Eveillard,  tbe  French 
CoBsul,  and  bis  wife,  and  about  twenty  others.

On  the  24th  the  Cyclope  sailed  for  Sues,  where  she  arrived 
on  the  3rd  inst„  bringing  home  twenty-four  )’efuge^  The  nuipbet 
murdered  at  Jeddah  was  twenty- one,  and  at  tbe  preunt  moment  not 
a  Christian  remains  in  the  place.  The  Hadramaut  merchants  are 
said  to  have  been  the  chief  actors  in  tbe  outbreak.  This  raises  the 
question  whether  commercial  jealousy  may  not  have  acted  in  the 
matter  as  concomitant  with  Mussulman  bigotry  ;  but  until  fuller  in¬ 
formation  be  obtained  it  is  perhaps  idle  to  speculate  by  whom  or  how 
the  outrage  was  instigated.  It  is  said  that  the  Moslems  wem  tsaa- 
psrated  by  their  having  seen  the  Turkish  flag  hauled  doom,  by  order 
of  the  Consul  and  of  Captain  Pullen,  from  tbe  mast-head  of  an  Auglo* 
Indian  vessel  which  bad  illegally  assumed  Ottoman  colours,  and  I 
may  mention  a  further  report  brought  from  Jeddah,  that  a  Mussulman 
Sheikh  was  in  tbe  town,  who  boasted  that  he  had  been  a  witness  and 
even  an  actor  in  the  late  massacre  at  Delhi.  This  is  far  from  un¬ 
likely.  Pilgrims  are  at  this  season  sssembling  in  tbs  Hedjas  from 
every  quarter  of  tbe  Mussulman  world,  and  one  such  man  coming 
forward  and  playing  upon  the  fierce  higotrv  of  his  hearers,  even 
though  it  were  with  mere  idle  boasts,  will  have  found  it  an  easy 
task  to  stir  up  their  ill-ooncealed  feelings  of  intolerant  hatred 
towards  the  Christians  whom  they  saw  dwelling  among  them  on 
tbe  very  threshold  of  the  Roly  cities. 

July  7.  Since  writing  the  preceding,  some  further  particulars 
have  reached  me,  a’hich,  though  they  do  not  in  any  way  affiict  the 
moin  facts  I  have  already  related,  will  probably  be  found  to  throw 
an  important  light  upon  the  origin  of  the  Jeddah  outbreak.  On  Mr 
Page’s  return  to  his  post  on  the  9tb  of  June,  he  found  that  a  British 
vessel,  the  Irani,  of  700  tons  burden,  belonging  to  Calcutta,  had 
hauled  down  her  own  colours  and  was  flying  the  Ottoman  flag.  The 
ship  was  oamed  by  two  Indian  subjects  of  her  Majesty,  both  of  whom 
were  at  Jeddah,  one  of  tbe  two  Itoing  at  the  same  time  joint  owner 
and  master  of  the  ship.  Tbe  latter  preaented  a  petition  to  tbe 
British  Consulate,  setting  forth  that  be  bad  demanded  a  settlement  of 
accounts  from  his  partner,  who  had  refused  to  fulfil  his  obligations, 
and  had  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  naturalised  Ottoman 
subject,  and  bad  therefore  destroyed  tbe  ship’s  papers  and  hoisted  tb« 
Turkish  flag.  A  naval  court,  presided  over  by  Captain  Pullen,  and 
with  three  respectable  Indian  merchants  of  Jeddah,  subjects  of  her 
Majesty,  as  assessors,  was  held  on  board  of  the  Cyclops  on  the  Ifith 
ult.  The  owner  of  the  vessel,  who  appeared  as  defendant,  -refused  to 
recognise  tbe  authority  of  tbe  tribunal,  and  in  consequence  of  hie  in¬ 
solent  demeanour  was  placed  under  arrest  for  contempt.  Frooeedings 
were  then  continued,  and  full  evidence  was  produced  m  support  of  tbe 
plaintiflTs  allegations.  Numerous  witnesses  proved  the  identity  of  the 
vessel  as  the  Irani,  of  Calcutta,  and  even  her  register  number  and 
precise  tonnage  were  fully  established.  In  pursuance,  therefore,  of 
tbe  law  by  which  it  is  enacted  that  if  a  British  vessel  attempta  to 
conceal  her  nationality  or  disguise  herself  with  a  foreign  flag  she 
becomes  liable  to  confiscation  on  behalf  of  her  Majesty,  an  officer  wai 
despatched  from  tbe  Cyclops  on  board  the  Irani  and  took  posaeosion 
of  tbe  vessel  for  the  purpose  of  being  adjudicated  upon  hv  tba  Court 
of  Admiralty.  Tbe  Turkish  flag  which  was  even  at  that  moment 
still  flying  at  the  mast  bead  was  hauled  down,  and  the  British  ensim 
re-hoisted  in  its  stead.  Notice  of  what  had  occurred  was  subsequently 
sent  to  tbe  Eaimakan  of  Jeddah.  Before  tbe  departure  of  the  C'yoh^ 
for  Suez,  Naamik  Pasha  claimed  the  surrender  of  the  veas^  and 
Captain  Pullen  gave  her  up  to  the  custody  of  the  Tuikisb  authorities, 
declaring,  however,  that  he  held  them  responsible  for  her  production 
to  the  British  Government.  Grave  doubts  are  expressed  whether  the 
Kaimaikan  and  Naamik  Pasha  showed  themselves  animated  with  foil 
determination  to  quell  the  outbreak  or  to  vindicate  their  authpritSF. 
Some  of  the  refugees  who  have  arrived  here  strongly  assert  that^ 
notwithstanding  the  smallness  of  the  force  at  bis  disposal,  tbe  slightest 
show  of  determination  on  the  part  of  the  Kaimakan  would  have 
sufficed  to  maintain  tranquillity,  and  that  a  single  gun  from  the  forts 
would  effectually  have  established  immediate  order.

— The  ‘Moniteur'  of 
Saturday  officially  announced  the  acceptance  by  Queen  Victoria  of 
the  Emperor’s  invitation  to  be  present  at  the  Cherbourg  fetes,  stating 
that  her  Majesty  would  arrive  there  on  tbe  4th  of  August.  The 
‘  Siecle’  expresses  its  satisfaction  at  the  announced  visit  in  these  words : 
“  This  interview  between  the  Queen  of  England  and  the  Emperor 
would  he  a  fresh  pledge  of  an  alliance  whi^  has  always  possessed 
our  sympathies,  and  which,  in  our  opinion,  advances  the  interests  of 
civilization.  We  have  constantly  resisted  the  firebrands  who  raked 
up  the  events  of  the  darker  ages  to  discover  motives  of  mutual  re¬ 
crimination.  The  idea  of  disliking  the  English  because  they  are 
Anglicans  and  partisans  of  liberty  can  only  have  been  hatched  in  tbe 
brains  of  a  certain  journal  (the  *Univers')  the  influence  of  which, 
thank  Heaven,  is  sinking.”  Tbe  *  Patrie '  says :  ”  This  new  visit 
of  her  Britannic  Majesty  will  be  understood  ae  a  most  decisive  homage 
to  the  alliance  which  cements  the  two  peoples— an  alliance  which  re* 
cent  difficulties  had  for  a  moment  led  the  public  to  think  endangered. 
It  will  allay  certain  inquietudes,  which  are  exaggerated  on  the  other 
side  of  tbe  Channel  by  the  irresponsible  provoeatlons  of  a  certain 
part  of  the  press  ;  and  by  proving  how  chimerical  were  the  appre¬ 
hensions  entertained  it  will  restore  universal  confidence.

They  reached  Gwgliot 
on  the  1  at  of  June;  their  numbm  are  believed  to  have  been  about 
5,900  infantry  and  800  cayalry,  with  a  few  small  guns.  Semdia 
went  out  to  the  cantonments  to  oppose  them  with  1,000  cavalry, 
2,000  infantry,  and  tbirtr  guqa  No  sooner,  however,  had  the  action 
commenced  than  qne  of  Scindia’q  cavaliy  regiments  went  oversN 
mutse  to  the  enemy  ;  a  large  proportion  of  the  rest  of  his  army  fol¬ 
lowed  the  example,  aqd  the  remainder  fled  precipitately,  with  toe 
exception  of  the  Maharajah’a  body  guard,  who  fought  moat  gallantly, 
and  Drought  off  Scindia  iafaly  from  the  field,  losing,  however,  200  of 
tooir  own  number.  The  Maharajah,  with  his  Dewan,  Dinker  Bow, 
and  some  thirty  of  his  sirdars,  fled,  via  Dholpore,  to  Agra,  which  ha 
reached  on  the  2nd  of  June.  The  family  of  the  Maharajah  escaped 
to  Nurwur,  but  his  palace  is  plundered,  and  the  fort  is  said  to  be  in 
toe  hands  of  the  rebels.  The  bulk  of  the  Calpee  force  has  marched 
on  OwaKor.  Sir  Hugh  Bose  will  direct  operations  Brigadier 
Smith’s  brigade  will  oo-operate  from  Seepree,  and  a  demonstration  ia 
to  be  made  from  Agra  in  the  direction  of  Dholpore.  The  rebels  are 
said  to  have  proclaimed  the  Nana  as  Peishwa,  and  Tzntia  Topee  as 
chief  under  him.  The  prisonera  at  Gwalior  had  been  released. 

Thu  Punjab. — Thirteen  commissioned  and  non-oommissioned 
native  officers  of  the  4to  Native  Infantry  were  blown  away  fi|om 
guns  at  Jullundur  on  the  Ist  of  June  by  sentence  of  q  military  court. 
On  the  2nd  of  June  some  mutineers  crossed  the  Bavee,  and,  being 
mined  by  the  Poorbea  labourers  on  the  canal,  plundered  the  bazaar  qt 
Madbopore,  burnt  a  European  clerk,  killed  his  wife  and  child,  and 
wound^  two  other  children.  They  were  beaten  off,  and  while 
recroaaing  the  river  a  few  were  killed  and  a  number  drowned;  250  of 
these  men  have  since  been  arrested  by  the  Maharajah  of  Cashmere. 

SuppLRMENT  TO  THE  Above. — Bknoal.— The  rebels  from  Jugdes- 
pore,  under  Umer  Singh,  have  fled  aouthwards,  and  are  pursued  by 
Brig^ier  Douglas.  Tel  Singh,  the  Bajah  of  Majanpore,  surrendered 
himself  on  tho  11th  of  June,  and  is  now  in  custodv. 

Central  India. — Gwalior. — The  force  under  Brindier  Showers, 
from  Agra,  acoompanied  bv  his  Highness  Scindia,  bad  arrired  at 
Dholepore  on  the  12th  of  June,  and  would  join  the  column  from 
Calpee  ou  the  following  day  at  Saasowlee.'  The  brigadier  from 
Jhansi  would  also  concentrate  at  tlial  point  by  tho  17th  of  June,  and 
a  combined  movement  would  then  he  made  against  Gwalior.  Her 
Highness  Baelzabaee,  with  the  family  of  Scindia,  arrived  in  safety 
at  Oojein  ftrom  Gwalior.  About  500  of  her  troops  have  sineq  muti¬ 
nied  at  Oojein,  and  seized  the  magazine  and  ten  guns. 

Mvndesobe. — Apprehensions  are  entertained  for  the  safety  of 
Mundesorc.  Baba  Aptia  Scindia  now  has  with  him  2,000  armed 
men  at  that  place  :  his  brother  has  already  joined  the  eebel  standard 
at  Gwalior. 

Bombay  Castle.  Juno  19.— To.  J.  D.  Dickenson,  Esq.,  India  Houae, 
London,  from  H.  L.  Anderson,  Esq.,  Bombay  Preaidency.-r-With  the 
view  of  securing  the  north-eastern  frontier  of  this  Presidency  from 
toe  inroad  of  rerals  on  their  excision  from  Gwalior,  tha  important 
positions  of  Mbow,  Poonah,  and  Nusscerabad  have  been  strengthened. 
A  wing  of  her  Majesty’s  92nd  Highlanders  has  been  despatched  from 
Bombay,  by  rail  and  bullock  train,  to  Mhpw.  and  tiyo  more  compa¬ 
nies  of  Highlanders  and  some  Artilleiy  will  follow.  A  company  of 
European  Infantry  ia  posted  at  Indore,  and  reinforcements  will  bq 
thrown  forward  from  Mliow  for  tho  protection  of  that  capital.

THE  CALCUTTA  AND  CHINA  MAILS. 

These  mails  have  arrived  with  dates  from  Calcutta  to  the  Srd  of 
June,  Madras  to  the  lOth,  Hongkong  to  the  28rd  of  May.  Aa  far  aa 
regards  India,  tho  intcUigenoo  by  this  arrival  has  been  superseiM  by 
the  Bombay  newa  of  too  19th  ult.

She  brin«  the  only 
intelligence  that  has  reached  us  of  the  Ambassadors  ana  fleet  sinw 
their  departure.  A  large  fleet  waa  collected  at  the  entrance  of  the 
Peiho,  and  the  Ministers  of  the  Four  Powers  hsd  arrived 
toe  24th  of  April  communications  were  sent  from  t)w  Ambassad<« 
to  the  Chinese  authorities,  requesting  that  a  Commissioner  might  M 
sent  down  to  treat.  Six  days  were  allowed  for  the  request  to  bo 
complied  w'ith,  at  the  end  of  which  time,  if  a  satisfactory  answer  ww 
not  received,  it  was  understood  that  the  forts  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Peiho  were  to  be  attacked.  The  report  as  the  Sampson  jeft  wM  that 
a  Commiaaioner  bad  arrived.  The  next  advices  are  anxioualy  looked 
for,  and  it  ia  a  disappointment  that  we  cannot  ftaward  l^er  iptelli- 
ganoo  by  thia  opportunity.  There  was  a  rumour  among  the  Cbineae 
at  Shanghai  toot  tho  Forta  at  the  neck  of  the  Peiho  bed  bean  taken.

The  measure  touched  none 
of  the  internal  questions  of  India, — its  finance,  land  tenure^  or  the 
condition  of  the  people,  and  the  lees  parliament  interfered  with  these 
details  the  better.  Lord  Derby  then  gave  the  history  of  the  measure, 
from  the  introduction  of  the  Dill  of  the  late  government,  superseded 
by  the  first  measure  of  the  present  ministry,  to  the  resolutions  of  Lord 
John  Russell,  and  the  second  bill  of  the  government,  modified  by  the 
debates  on  those  resolutions,  and  now  proposed  for  a  second  rea^g. 
The  neble  Iwd  tiien  detailed  the  principles  and  provisions  of  the 
measure,  stating  the  amendments  it  is  intended  to  propose  in  com¬ 
mittee.  One  of  them  will  make  the  consent  of  parliament  necessary 
for  the  application  of  any  part  of  the  revenues  of  India  to  defray  the 
expense  of  military  operations  beyond  the  frontier,  except  in  oases  of 
emergency  or  of  actual  invasion ;  another  modifies  the  operation  of 
the  clause  compelling  an  adherence  to  the  principle  of  competitive 
examination  for  appointments  to  the  Indian  civil  service.  On  the 
important  question  of  the  reorganisation  of  the  Indian  army  an 
inquiry  by  a  royal  commission  would  be  made  into  all  the  matters 
connected  with  it, — the  number  of  the  native  force,  the  conditions  of 
its  engagement,  the  proportion  of  Europeans,  the  mode  of  relieving 
them,  and  every  other  question  connect^  with  the  peace  establish¬ 
ment  of  India.  The  bill  had  been  carefully  consider^  in  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  though  he  believed  few  amendments  would  be 
necessary,  the  government  would  impartially  consider  voy  that  might 

be  suggested  during  the  discnssion. - Earl  GRANVILLE  thought 

that  as  many  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  bill  were  exactly,  and  a 
still  greater  number  were  substantially,  the  same  as  those  of  ^e  bill 
of  the  late  government,  the  more  simple  and  speedy  course  would 
have  been  to  adopt  that  measure  in  the  first  place,  and  to  insert  the 
several  amendments.  All  that  was  original  in  the  present  bill  had 
been  so  thoroughly  condemned  that  it  had  been  cancelled  and  with¬ 
drawn.  Time  would  also  have  been  gained  if  the  government  had 
in  the  first  place  proceeded  by  resolution  instead  of  deferring  that 
course  tiU  two  bills  had  been  brought  in  and  debated.  The  different 
bills  and  resolutions  had  wearied  the  House  of  Commons,  and  this 
exhaustion  and  the  state  of  the  Thames  induced  it  to  accept  any  pro¬ 
position  made  from  any  quarter.  He  doubted  whether  it  could  now 
'  receive  the  attention  its  provisions  required.  Having  stated  several 
objections  to  the  bill,  he  added  that  the  whole  plan  could  only  be 
considered  an  experiment,  and  that  the  question  of  the  government 
of  India  must  shortly  come  again  under  discussion.  As  the  bill 
came  before  them  with  all  the  authority  of  the  government  engaged 
in  a  most  difficult  task,  he  should  not  oppose  it  in  aiw  spirit  of 


m  a  most  difficult  task,  he  should  not  oppose  it  m  aiw  spirit  of  party, 

but  cordially  support  the  second  reading. - The  &rl  of  ELLEN- 

BOROUGU  reg^ted  that,  even  had  he  still  been  a  minister  of  the 


crown,  he  could  not  have  proposed  the  present  bilL  He  could  not 
have  proposed  any  scheme  for  the  government  of  India  that  excluded 
the  popular  element  of  election  fix>m  the  constitution  of  the  council, 
and  that  introduced  the  principle  of  competitive  examination  into  the 
corps  of  engineers  and  artillery  of  the  Indian  army,  of  which  the 
officers  were  already  chosen  by  it  from  among  the  pupils  of  Addis- 
combe.  To  alter  mat  system  was  a  gratuitous  truckling  to  a  tem¬ 
porary  feeling  that  he  could  hardly  suppose  any  government  would 
nave  committ^  The  present  bill  differed  from  both  the  measures 
proposed  ^  the  government,  and  was  rather  the  measure  of  the 
House  of  Coi 


immons  than  of  the  ministry.  In  the  two  great  objects 
of  the  change  it  had  failed  ;  it  did  not  put  an  end  to  the  double 
government,  and  did  not  secure  one  sole  officer  responsible  to  parlia¬ 
ment  ;  while  by  a  clause  inserted  at  the  last  minute,  giving  the 
control  of  the  Indian  revenues  to  the  council,  that  body  was  consti¬ 
tuted  a  parliament.  But  he  admitted  that  by  substituting  the 
Queen’s  name  for  that  of  the  company,  giving  the  minister  of  state 
the  initiative  in  important  affairs,  and  shortening  and  simplifying  the 
mode  of  conducting  business,  some  practical  advantages  had  been 
gained  by  the  bill.  Still,  the  constitution  of  the  council,  the  mode  in 
which  it  was  to  be  renewed,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  was  to  exer¬ 
cise  its  patronan,  were  open  to  serious  objection.  With  these  defects 
they  might  deal  in  committee,  but,  while  discussing  the  home  govern¬ 
ment  of  India,  he  must  express  the  anxiety  with  which  he  regarded 
the  future  of  t^t  country.  Larger  reinforcements  of  the  army  would 
be  required  there  than  it  would  be  possible  to  send  from  England 
without  making  a  material  change  in  all  the  militaiy  establishments; 
and  with  an  army  must  also  be  sent  a  policy  intelligible  and  accept¬ 
able  to  the  natives.  The  first  act  of  the  government,  when  the  Queen 
assumed  the  direction  of  affairs,  should  be  to  issue  a  prodamation  in 
reference  to  the  rights  and  relinon  of  the  people.  That  proclamation 
must  not  be  addressed  to  the  House  of  Uommons  nor  ue  hustings, 
stiU  leas  to  the  platform,  but  to  the  people  and  armies  of  India.  Above 
all,  they  must  have  at  the  head  of  the  government  in  India  a  man 
possessing  the  confidence  both  of  natives  and  Europeans,  who  could

The  house  then  went  into  oommittee  on  this  bill.— Lord 
BROUGHAM,  on  clause  7  being  proposed,  which  defines  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  the  council,  condemned  the  whole  scheme,  and  described 
in  anticipation  the  inconveniences  he  believed  would  fiow  from  it. 
The  council  would  only  embarrass  the  minister  with  useless  sugges¬ 
tions  and  minutes  on  the  most  trifling  questions ;  and,  if  they  were 
rejected,  the  minority  would  always  be  able  to  furnish  weapons  of 
attack  against  the  Semtary  in  the  House  of  Commons.  The  minis¬ 
ter  would  gain  no  advice  or  knowledge  from  the  council  he  could  not 
obtain  from  others  without  the  embarrassment  of  having  official 

councillors. - The  Earl  of  DERBY  defended  the  principle  of  a 

council,  which  would  possess  no  authority  competing  with  or  adverse 
to  that  of  the  minister.  With  the  limitations  imposed  by  the 

bill  it  would  be  strictly  an  advising  body. - The  Duke  of 

SOMERSET  thought  the  scheme  of  government  would  be  more 
efficient  without  a  council ;  he  moved  that  the  clause  appointing  it 

be  struck  out - The  Earl  of  ALBEMARLE  and  Lord  WODE- 

HOUSE  also  spoke  against  the  clause ;  its  principle  wu  advocated 
by  Lord  Monteagle,  Lord  Stratford  de  Rcdcliffe,  Lord  Ashburton, 
and  Lord  Belper.— Earl  GRANVILLE,  though  he  questioned  the 
advantage  of  a  council,  would  not  advise  the  house  to  strike  out  the 
clause,  and  hoped  the  Duke  of  Somerset  would  withdraw  his  amend¬ 
ment— The  clause  was  agreed  to,  as  were  clauses  8, 9,  and  10,  after 

a  short  discussion. - On  clause  11,  by  which  the  members  of  the 

council  are  to  hold  office  for  life,  the  Earl  of  ELLENBOROUGH 
moved  an  amendment  limiting  the  term  to  five  years,  but  it  was  ne¬ 
gatived  without  a  division,  and  the  clause  agreed  to. - On  clause 


12  (the  discussion  of  which  was  interrupted  by  the  fall  of  part  of 
one  of  the  cornices  of  the  ceiling),  Earl  GRANVILLE  moved  an 


amendment  prohibiting  the  councillors  frrom  carrying  on  any  business, 
trade,  or  profession  ;  it  was  negatived  on  a  division  by  a  majority  of 
15. - Clauses  13  to  21  were  agreed  to ;  the  Earl  of  DERBY  pro¬ 

posed  an  amendment  on  clause  2%  which  was  adopted ;  it  omits  the 
portion  of  the  clause  enabling  any  five  members  of  the  council  to  call 
a  meeting  of  the  body  by  a  requisition  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of 

State. - All  the  clauses  up  to  33  were^pasaed,  when  the  chairman

receive  a  most  important  supply  of  this  article  from  the  west 
coast  of  Africa.

policy  which  we  had  pursued  for  so  many  years,  and  which  he  hoped 

the  house  would  not  relinquish. - Mr  M.  GIBSON  said  he  was 

glad  tlmt  Ae  prMtice  of  visiting  American  ships  in  the  Cuban 
waters  had  been  given  up,  and  he  thought  that  the  government  was, 
to  a  oertain  extent,  canying  out  the  principle  of  Mr  Hutt’s  motion, 
which  only  sought  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  visiting  and  search¬ 
ing  vessels  under  foreign  flags.  We  were  paying,  he  observed,  a 
large  sum  of  money  to  keep  up  a  maritime  police  which  was  in¬ 
effectual,  ^  since  slaves  were  obtained,  and  it  was  impossible 
to  maintain  an  effective  blockade  of  the  extensive  coast  of  Africa. 
Cuba  got  as  many  slaves  as  she  required ;  but,  in  order  to  allow  a 
margin  for  the  negr^  our  cruisers  might  capture,  more  were  shipped 
ftnm  Africa ;  the  middle  passage  was  thus  rendered  more  fatal,  and 
our  squadron  inflicted  a  great  increase  of  suffering  and  mortality. 
He  called  upon  her  Majesty’s  government  to  repeal  the  Brazil  act  of 
1845,  which  had  been  paas^  on  the  ground  that  Brazil  had  failed  in 
fulfilling  her  treaty  obligations  with  this  country  in  regard  to  the 
slave  trade,  but  which  there  was  no  reason  now  for  maintaining. 
It  was  a  most  offensive  and  improper  law,  he  said,  and  should  be 

erased  firom  our  statute-book. - Mr  ROEBUCK,  while  denouncing 

the  slave  trade  as  an  unwholly  traffic,  asked  whether  Cuba  did  not 
obtain  as  many  slaves  as  she  wanted  ?  If  so,  as  far  as  regarded 
importation,  our  endeavours  had  had  no  effect  whatever ;  but,  aa 
regarded  exportation,  we  bad  compelled  the  export  of  a  larm  i

ber  of  slaves  to  keep  up  the  importation  ;  so  onr  effortsibad  been 
mischievous ;  they  had  been  nugatory  for  good,  and,  besides  the 
sacrifice  of  money,  they  had  increased  the  sufferings  of  the  slaves. 
He  insisted  that  the  operations  of  our  cruisers  had  in  no  way 
contributed  to  the  growth  of  legitimate  commerce  in  Africa.  He

ALBEMARLE  briefly  supported  the  bill,  which  was  read  a  second 
time.— —The  Earl  of  DERBY  fixed  the  next  day  for  the  committee 
on  the  bUl,  deferring  till  then  his  answers  to  some  of  the  objectioxu 
made  by  Eari  Granville  and  the  Earl  of  Eilenborough. 


THE  SLAVE  TRADE. 

Mr  HUTT  called  attention  to  the  slave  trade,  which,  he  observed, 
wu  never  in  a  state  of  greater  activity  than  at  the  present  moment,  in 
spite  of  our  armed  cruisers.  It  had  long  ago  been  argued  that  we  could 
never  succeed  by  such  means  ;  that  it  was  impossible  for  tbis  country, 
so  long  as  high  prices  were  paid  in  any  part  of  the  world  for  African 
slaves,  to  suppress  the  trade,  the  great  law  of  commercial  intercourse, 
that  of  demand  and  supply,  being  opposed  to  the  attempt  The  con¬ 
clusion  drawn  from  reasoning  had  been  confirmed  by  practical 
experience ;  our  system  had  failed,  and  he  wished,  he  said,  it  were 
no  worse;  that  we  had  merely  wasted  our  money  and  resources ;  but, 
in  his  opinion,  it  had  entailed  consequences  terrible  to  contemplate. 
He  drew  a  frightful  picture  of  the  norrors  of  the  middle  passage,  in  I 
which  the  mortality  of  the  negroes  was  calculated  at  from  twenty-five 
to  thirty-three  per  cent.,  and  for  this  result  he  held  that  house  re- 1 
sponsible.  Another  disastrous  consequence  of  the  system  was  that  j 
it  h^  been  dragging  this  country  to  the  verge  of  hostilities  with  two  j 
maritime  states  with  which  it  was  our  interest  to  remain  on  terms  of 
amity.  Under  these  circumstances,  he  moved  a  resolution,  “  That  | 
it  «  expedient  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  authorising  her 
Majesty’s  ships  to  visit  and  search  vessels  under  foreign  flags,  with 
a  view  of  suppressing  the  traffic  in  slaves.”— —Mr  CARDWELL 
observed  that  this  was  not  a  motion  to  withdraw  our  African  squadron, 
but  to  pass^  a  resolution,  and  so  to  fetter  the  hands  of  the  government 
— a  proposition  which  the  house  was,  he  thought,  not  likely  to 
adopt.  Mr  Hutt  had  not  noticed  the  resolution  of  the  House  of 
Loi^  that  the  squadron  was  not  ineffective,  but  was  effective,  and 
that  its  removal  would  annilhilate  a  nascent  and  now  flourishing 
commerce  in  Africa.  It  had  been  argued  that  it  was  hopeless  to  put 
down  the  slave  trade  with  Brazil ;  but  we  had  nevertheless  perse veml, 
and  the  traffic  with  Brazil  had  been  wiped  out.  The  squadron  had 
reprM^  the  slave  trade  along  1,000  miles  of  the  African  coatt,  while 
a  legitimate  trade  had  sprung  np  in  native  hands,  which  experienced 
witnesses  had  testified  must  inevitably  be  extinguished  if  the  squadron 
were  removed.  He  hoped,  therefore,  that  th^ouse  would  not  give 
its  sanction  to  a  retrograde  policy,  which  would  be  prejudiciu  to 
the  interests  of  humanity  and  derogatory  to  our  honour.— Mr  8. 
FITZGERALD  said  he  should  ask  the  house  to  express  a  strong 
dissent  frnm  the  resolution.  In  reversing  any  policy  of  this  country 
there  would  be  a  general  disclination  on  the  part  of  the  house  to 
come  to  a  precipitate  decision ;  but  the  policy  we  had  pursued  with 
reference  to  the  slave  trade  was  one  in  which  we  asserted  a  high 
principle,  and  had  invited  the  co-operation  .of  all  the  nations  of 
the  globe,  and  its  moral  effect  upon  the  conduct  of  other  states  had 
been  most  important.  Mr  Hutt  had  put  the  question  upon  two 
issues ;  first,  woether  the  policy  had  been  successfiu  or  unsuccessful ; 
and,  secondly,  whether  particular  circumstances  did  not  render  that 
policy  at  present  unadvuable.  As  to  the  first,  after  a  careful  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  matter,  he  bad  come  to  a  conclusion  totally  opposite 
to  that  of  Mr  Hutt.  In  stating  the  facts  upon  which  he  baW  bis 
conclusion,  he  showed  the  enormous  increase  which  had  taken  place 
in  the  exports  from  Africa,  not  merely  in  palm  oil,  but  in  cotton, 
expressing  a  confident  hope  tbst,  if  we  succeeded,  as  he  believed  we 
should,  in  reptoMiDg  the  slave  tx»^  before  many  years  we  should 


towards  America.  We  had  truckled,  he  said,  to  one,  and  bullied  the 
other,  because  this  was  weak  and  that  was  strong.  He  supported 

the  motion,  which  he  regarded  as  a  humane  one. - Sir  J.  PAKING- 

TON  contended  that  almough  we  had  not  done  all  we  wished,  we 
bad  accomplished  great  things,  and  that,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the 
continued  efforts  of  this  country,  the  slave  trade  would  have  been  far 
more  prosperous.  The  revival  of  the  slave  trade,  which  our  squadron 
had  r^uc^  to  a  minimum,  was  contemporaneous  with  the  reduction  of 
the  squadron  in  the  Cubw  waters  in  consequence  of  the  demands 
upon  our  navy  in  the  Russian  war.  Late  accounts  from  Cuba,  how¬ 
ever,  stated  that,  notwithstanding  the  revival  of  the  traffic,  so  great 
was  the  difficulty  of  introducing  a  sufficient  number  of  slaves  into 
Cuba  that  a  considerable  number  of  Indians  bad  been  brought  thither 
from  Yucatan.  The  good  rendered  by  the  African  squadron  was  not 
limited  to  the  suppression  of  the  slave  trade ;  it  had  fostered  Imti- 
mate  commerce,  and  in  a  few  years  we  might  look  to  Africa  for  a 
supply  of  eotton.  He  gave  an  indignant  denial  to  Mr  Roebuck’s 
assertion  that  we  had  truckled  to  the  United  States,  a  charge  which. 

he  said,  was  utterly  unfounded. - Mr  BUXTON  denied  that  the 

efforts  of  our  African  squadron  had  been  a  complete  failure,  or  that 
they  bad  increased  the  horrors  of  the  middle  passage.  He  mentioned 
facts  which  he  thought  demonstrated  that  our  cruisers  were  very 
effective  and  threw  serious  impediments  in  the  way  of  the  slave 
trade.  He  enlarged  upon  the  splendid  commercial  prospects  of  the 
west  coast  of  Afnca  if  the  traffic  in  slaves  could  be  stopped.— 
Lord  C.  PAGET  said,  he  had  a  pocket  full  of  letters  from  naval 
officers,  stating  that  the  efforts  of  our  squadron  on  the  coast  of  Africa, 
though  noble  and  sublime,  were  utterly  futile.  He  added  bis  own 
testimony  to  the  amount  of  suffering  caused  by  the  pursuit  of  slavers, 
and  to  the  hardships  endured  by  tbe  crews  of  our  own  ships  on  the 

African  station. - Lord  PALMERSTON  observed,  if  mere  asaer- 

tions  could  induce  the  house  to  concur  with  those  who  made  them, 
Mr  Hutt  would  succeed  in  his  motion,  but  all  his  asaertions  were 
diametrically  opposed  to  the  facts.  Our  policy,  instead  of  having 
been  unsucoessfril,  had  been  eminently  snccessftil.  That  it  1^ 
increased  the  horrors  of  the  middle  passage  was  an  assertion 
diametrically  opposed  to  the  fact,  as  well  as  the  statement  that  the 
Cubans  got  as  many  slaves  as  they  wanted ;  the  well-known  high 
price  of  slaves  in  Cuba  showed  that  the  supply  fell  short  of  the 
mand.  He  claimed  credit  to  the  British  government  for  putting 
down  the  slave  trade  in  Brazil,  which  he  denied  to  have  been  the 
result  of  any  improved  opinion  in  that  country.  It  had  hero  argued 
that  the  British  government  were  bound  to  propose  to  parliament  to 
rescind  the  act  or  1845 ;  but  he  believed  that  tbe  continuance  of  that 
act  for  the  present  was  tbe  only  security  against  the  revival  of  the 
slave  trade  in  Brazil.  Upon  commercial  and  political  groimds  he 
thought  it  would  be  unwise  to  retrace  our  steps,  and,  regarding  the 
matter  in  a  religious  point  of  view,  he  suggested  that,  bv  reversing 
our  policy  and  re-establishing  this  abominable  traffic,  Ei^Iand  wouM 

bring  upon  itaelf  a  measure  of  guilt. - Mr  GILPiN  said  that  Spain 

and  Turkey  should  be  compelled  to  fulfil  their  obligations  to  this 
country.  Much  would  be  done  if  the  slave  trade  could  be  repressed 
in  Cuba.  He  did  not  believe  that  we  could  put  a  stop  to  slaveiy  hr 

the  means  which  we  at  present  adopted. - General  THOMPSON 

contended  that  the  presence  of  tbe  squadron  was  a‘ great  check  on  the 
slave  trade.— Mr  DRUMMOND  said  that  the  horrors  of  the 
middle  passage  now  were  nothing  to  those  which  existed  before  we 
adopted  our  present  course.  None  of  the  miseries  of  war  were  equal 
to  thoee  caused  by  the  slave  trade.  The  trade  would  never  be 
abolished  till  tbe  blacks  themselves  had  risen,  and  inflicted  a  poor 
measure  of  justice  on  ♦hose  who  held  them  in  subjection.— —The 
house  divided,  when  there  appeared — for  the  motion,  223 ;  against  it, 
24:  minority,  199.  . 

The  TOUse  then  went  into  committee  of  supply,  when  a  sum  of 
11,000/.  was  voted  for  the  expenses  of  the  commission  for  repressing 
the  slave  trade.  The  government  of  New  Caledonia  bill  passed 
through  committee.

Unfortunately,  however,  there  was  a 
strong  breeze  on  at  the  time,  with  rather  a  heavy  swell,  which  told 
sevemy  upon  the  cable,  and  ere  any  means  could  be  taken  to  ease 
entirely  the  motion  on  the  ship,  it  parted,  a  few  fathoms  below  the 
stem  whee^  the  dynanometer  indicating  a  strain  of  nearly  4,000  lbs. 
In  another  instant  a  gun  and  blue  light  warned  the  Valorous  of  what 
had  happened,  and  roused  all  on  bosurd  the  Agamemnon  to  a  know¬ 
ledge  that  the  machinery  was  silent,  and  tlmt  the  first  part  of  the 
Atlantic  cable  had  been  laid  and  lost  effectually. 

The  great  length  of  cable  on  board  both  ships  allowed  a  large 
margin  for  such  mishaps  as  these,  and  the  arrangement  made  before 
leaving  England  was  that  the  splices  might  be  renewed,  and  the  work 
recommenc^  till  each  ship  had  lost  250  miles  of  wire,  after  which 
they  were  to  discontinue  their  efforts  and  return  to  Queenstown  for 
orders.  Accordingly,  after  the  breakage  on  Sunday  morning,  the 
ships'  heads  were  put  about,  and  for  the  fourth  time  the  Agamemnon 
again  began  the  weary  woih  of  beating  up  against  the  wind  for  the 
everiasting  rendezvous  which  we  seemed  destined  to  be  always 
seeking.  It  was  hard  work  beating  up  against  the  wind ;  so  hard, 
indeed,  that  it  was  not  till  the  noon  of  Monday,  ^e  28th,  that,  we 
rejoined  theNiagara ;  and  while  all  were  waiting  with  impatience  for  her 
explanation  of  how  they  broke  the  cable,  she  electrified  every  or 
running  up  the  interrogatory  “How  did  cable  part.*"  This 
wu  astounmng.  As  soon  as  the  boats  could  be  lowei^  Mr  Cyrus 
Field,  with  the  electricians  from  the  Niagara,  came  on  board,  and  a 
comparison  of  logs  showed  the  painful  and  mysterious  fact  that,  at 
the  same  second  of  time,  each  vessel  discovered  that  a  total  fracture 
had  taken  place  at  a  distance  of  certainly  not  less  than  ten  miles  from 
each  ship— in  fiurt,  as  well  as  can  be  judged,  at  the  bottom  of  the 
ocean.  That  of  all  the  many  mishaps  connected  with  the  Atlantic 
telegraph  this  is  the  worst  and  most  disheartening  is  certain, ,  since  it 
proves  that,  alter  all  that  human  skill  and  science  can  effect  to  lay  the 
wire  down  with  safety  has  been  accomplished,  there  may  be  some 
frdal  obstacles  to  success  at  the  bottom  of  the  ocean  which  can  never 
be  guarded  against,  for  even  the  nature  of  the  peril  must  always 
remain  as  secret  and  unknown  as  the  depths  in  which  it  is  to  be  en¬ 
countered. 

No  time  was  lost,  after  the  vessels  rejoined,  in  making  the  third  and 
last  splice,  which  was  lowered  over  into  2,000  fathoms  water  at  seven 
o'clou  by  ship's  time  the  same  night.  The  cable,  as  before,  payed 
out  beautifully,  and  nothing  could  have  been  more  r^ular  and  more 
ea^  than  the  woiking  of  every  part  of  the  apparatus.  At  first  the 
ship's  speed  was  only  two  knots,  the  cable  going  three  and  three  and 
a  half  with  a  strain  of  1,500  lbs.,  the  horizontal  angle  averaging  as 
low  as  seventeen,  and  the  vertical  about  sixteen.  By  and  bye,  how¬ 
ever,  the  speed  was  increased  to  four  knots,  the  cable  going  five,  at  a 
strain  of  2,000  lbs.,  and  an  angle  of  from  twelve  to  fifteen.  At  thin 
rate  it  was  kept,  with  trifiing  variations,  throughout  almost  the  whole 
of  Monday  mght,  and  neither  Mr  Bright,  Idr  Canning,  nor  Mr 
Clifford  ever  quitted  the  machines  for  an  instant.  Towards  the 
middle  of  the  night,  while  the  rate  of  the  ship  continued  the  same, 
the  speed  at  whi^  toe  cable  payed  out  slackened  nearly  a  knot  an 
hour,  while  the  dynanometer  indicated  as  low  as  1,300  lbs.  This 
change  could  only  be  accounted  for  on  the  supposition  that  the  water 
had  shaUowed  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  that  toe  vessel  was  in 
tot  passing  over  some  submarine  Ben  Nevis  or  Skiddaw.  After  an 
intoral  of  about  an  hotir  the  strain  and  rate  of  progress  of  toe  cable 
agam  moreased,  while  the  increase  of  the  vertical  «iigl«>  seemed  to 
indicate  that  the  wire  was  irinking  down  to  a  side  of  a  declivity. 
Bnond  this  there  was  no  variation  throughout  Monday  night,  or, 
indeed,  through  Tuesday.  The  upper  deck  coil,  which  had  weighed 
SO  heavily  upon  the  ship,  and  still  more  heavily  upon  toe  minH« 
of  all  duri^  the  past  storms,  was  last  disappearing,  by  twelve 
midday  on  Tuesday,  the  29to,  seventy-six  miles  had  been  payed  out 
to  something  like  sixty  miles’  progress  of  the  ship.  All  seemed  to 
promise  most  hopefitoy,  and  toe  only  cause  that  warranted  anxiety 
^  tost  it  was  evidrat  the  upper  deck  coil  would  be  finished  by 
about  eleven  o’clock  at  night,  when  the  men  would  have  to  in 
dttfaiess  along  the  grmit  loop,  which  formed  the  commum^on 
between  that  and  the  coil  in  the  main  hold.  This  was  most  unfortunate, 
but^  the  operation  had  been  successfully  performed  in  daylight 
during  the  experimental  trip  in  the  Bay  of  Biscay,  and  every  precau- 
was  now  taken  that  no  accident  should  occur.  At  ninA  o’clock 
by  the  ship’s  time,  when  146  miles  had  been  payed  out,  and  about 
112  miles’  distance  firom  the  rendezvous  accomplished,  when  the  last 
flake  but  one  of  the  upper  deck  coil  came  in  turn  to  be  used,  in  order 
h>  make  it  easier  passmg  to  the  main  coil,  toe  revolutions  of  the  screw 
reduced  n^ually  by  two  revolutions  at  a  tone  from  thirty  to 
twenty,  while  toe  paying  out  machine  went  slowly  from  thirty-six  to 
twenty-two.  At  this  rate,  the  vessel  goii^  three  knots  and  the  cable 
three  and  a  halfr  the  opentom  was  contoiaed  with  perfect  regularity, 
the  dymmmneter  indicating  a  stnin  of  2,100  lbs.  Suddcmly,  with- 
^an  instils  warning,  or  the  occurrence  of  any  single  iwcbiAnt 
wst  could  account  for  it,  toe  cable  parted.  The  gun  that  again  told 
the  Valorous  of  this  firtal  mishap  brought  all  on  board  the  Agamem¬ 
non  luahing  to  the  deck,  for  none  coum  believe  toe  rumour  that  be^ 
^tead  like  wiUfire  abov^  the-ship.  But  there  stood  the  machinery, 
qoUtndeMi  wMetoe  fractured  end  of  the  wire  hung  over 
^^^tht^^heeEaaaafitoglooaelytoandfro.  It  seemed  almost  im-

Oniom  or  thb  Ohbtto. — With  the  papacy  of  Paul  IV  the  Jews 
began  to  sufier  a  marty^m,  compared  with  which  all  their  past 
misery  had  been  an  Elysium.  This  N^politu  monk,  of  toe  fanatic 
family  of  the  GsrafEu,  a  Theatine,  inquisitor,  eatablisher  of  toe 
mart^ceUs  and  toe  censorship  in  Bonie,  and  a  merciless  reformer, 
had  scarce  ascended  the  papal  throne  in  15M,  ere  be  issued  the  bull 
“  Chm  nimis  absurdum,’’  to  regulate  toe  position  of  toe  Hebrew  com¬ 
munity  in  Borne.  He  withdrew  aU  their  privileges  end  increased 
their  tribute,  while,  to  prevent  any  mistake,  he  ordered  that  no  Jew 
should  appear  in  public  except  in  a  yellow  hat.  To  this  pope,  too,  the 
Jews  owe  their  cmifinement  m  toe  Ghetto.  Till  this  period  they 
generaUv  resided  in  toe  Tnurtevere,  and  on  toe  banks  of  the  river  as 
fiur  as  Hadrian’s  bridge.  The  pope,  imitating  the  example  of  the 
Venetians,  allotted  th^  a  dis^ct  quarter,  comprising  a  few  narrow 
and  unhealthy  streets  on  the  river’s  bank,  and  extending  fi^)m  the 
bridge  Quattro  Cap!  to  toe  present  place  of  Tears.  WsBs  or  gates 
that  could  be  guarded  enclosed  toe  Jews’  Suburb.  It  was  at  first 
called  “  Victu  JudsBorun,”  then  the  name  of  “  Ghetto"  was  substituted, 
which  does  not  seem  to  ^ve  sny  connexion  with  the  Venetian  Oiu- 
decca,  but  is  probably  derived  from  the  Talmudic  word  yArt,  signify¬ 
ing  separation.  On  toe  26to  July,  1556,  the  Jews  entered  toe 
Ghetto,  weeping  and  lamenting,  like  their  ancestors  when  led  away 
into  captivity. — Bentle^t  Mueellanv  for  Jtdy. 

Roubillac  and  Golosxitb. — Tne  mention  of  a  statue  of  Roubil¬ 
iac  haviM  jiist  been  made  a  present  by  s  nobleman,  reminds  Mr 
Edward  Westall  “  of  a  story  soout  that  sculptor.  He  is  said  to  have 
*  sold  ’  Goldsmith  in  a  remarkable  manner.  The  vanity  of  Goldsmith 
led  him  to  boast  that  he  was  an  acconrolished  musician,  whereas  he 
played  the  fiute  by  ear  only.  One  day  Roubillac,  who  suspected  this, 
professed  himself  so  delighted  with  something  Goldsmith  had  played 
that  he  wished  to  write  it  down.  Goldsmith  was  delighted,  and  paper 
was  sent  for  and  regularly  scored,  when  toe  poet  played  and  toe 
sculptor  scribbled.  But  the  latter,  pretending  to  be  serious,  wrote 
mere  landom  notes,  which  had  notoimg  to  do  with  the  air.  When 
they  had  done,  Goldsmith  looked  gravely  over  the  paper,  and  de- 
cla^  that  it  was  very  correct.’’ — IMerary  Oazette. 

A  Young  Hero. — Poor  young  Napier  of  the  60to  Rifies  was  also 
dangerously  woimded  during  the  same  engagement,  and  lost  his  leg 
immediately  upon  being  brought  into  camp,  and  *  subsequently  alro 
his  life,  fiiom  toe  effects  of  the  wound  at  Meerut  This  brave  officer, 
though  young  in  years,  was  considered  to  be  a  most  promising  soldier. 
Gallantry  was  a  conspicuous  feature  of  hia  character,  and  the  buoy¬ 
ancy  of  nis  youthful  spirits  led  him  to  expose  himself  on  many  an 
occasion  very  nobly,  though  perhaps  unnecessarily :  but  even  that 
was  a  fault,  if  fault  it  may  be  called  in  the  right  direction,  and  one 
which  the  increase  of  years  and  experience  would  have  chained.  I 
am  certain  from  what  I  saw  of  him  in  his  moments  of  trial,  and 
during  a  very  severe  medical  operation,  that  had  his  life  only  been 
spared  and  his  wound  admitted  of  his  continuance  in  the  service,  he 
would  have  proved  himself  a  vetj  distinguished  member  of  her 
Majesty’s  army.  It  was  touching,  mdeed,  to  hear,  as  I  heard,  the 
laments  of  this  soldier-boy,  when  he  began  to  realise  the  heavy  loss 
he  had  sustained,  toe  severity  of  his  wound,  and  the  probable  effect 
which  that  woimd  might  have  on  his  future  military  career.  With 
tears,  many  and  bitter  tears,  which  only  a  real  solmer  like  himself 
can  toed,  he  repeatedly  said,  with  great  vehemence  of  maimer  and  an 
equal  amount  of  transparent  sincerity,  **  I  shall  never  lead  the  Rifies 
again.  I  toall  never  lead  the  Rifies  again." — The  Chaplain’ e  Narra¬ 
tive  (f  the  Siege  of  Delhi. 

The  House  of  Commons  in  1641. — The  old  House  of  Commons, 
it  may  be  well  here  to  remind  the  reader,  now  that  a  generation  has 
grown  up  who  never  saw  the  narrow,  ill-lighted,  dingy  room,  in 
which  for  three  centuries  some  of  the  most  important  business  of  this 
world  was  transacted,  ran  exactly  at  right  angles  with  Westrmnster 
Hall,  having  a  passage  into  it  at  roe  south-east  angle.  The  Hall  it¬ 
self,  in  those  days,  toared  in  all  the  excitements  of  the  House ;  imd 
nothing  of  interest  went  on  in  the  one,  of  which  visible  and  eager  in¬ 
dications  did  not  present  themselves  in  the  other.  The  entire  length  of 
toe  room  in  which  toe  members  sat  was  something  less  than  the 
breadth  of  Westminster  Hall ;  and,  handsome  as  it  originallv  had 
been,  with  its  rich  architecture  and  decorated  paintings  of  the 
thirteento  century,  it  had  lost  all  trace  of  these  under  boards  and 
whitewato  imme^tely  after  toe  Reformation,  when  also  a  new  fioor 
above,  and  a  new  roof  imder  the  old,  still  more  abridged  its  propor¬ 
tions.  At  the  western  end,  toe  entrance  was  between  rows  of  braches, 
passing  the  bar,  and  underneath  a  gallery  into  which  members 
mounW  by  a  ladder  on  the  right-hand  comer,  near  the  southern 
window.  At  the  eastern  end,  a  little  in  advance  of  a  l^ge  window 
looking  on  the  river,  stood  the  Speaker’s  chair ;  and  again,  a  little  in 
advance  of  that  towards  the  midme  of  the  floor,  stood  the  Clerk’s  table, 
at  whito  sat  Henry  Elsyng,  and  John  Rushworth  his  lately 
pointed  assistant,  with  their  faces  to  the  mace  and  their  backs  to  the 
Speaker.  Then,  on  the  right  and  left  of  the  Spetoer,  in  benches 
stretching  along  and  springing  up  as  in  an  ampUtheatre  on  either 
hand,  were  assembled  toe  honourable  members.  There  they  sat,  pu¬ 
ritan  and  courtier,  toe  pick  and  choice  of  the  gentlemen  of  England ; 
with  bearded  faces  close  cut  and  stem,  or  here  and  there  more  gaily 
trimmed  with  peak  and  mb ;  faces  for  the  most  part  worn  '\rito 
anxious  thoughts  and  fears,  heavy  with  toil,  weary  with  responsibility 
and  care,  often  with  long  imprisonment ;  there  they  sat,  in  their 
steeple  hats  and  Spanish  doaks,  with  swor^  and  ban^  by  birth,  by 
wealth,  by  talents,  toe  first  assembly  of  toe  world.  And  thm,  presid¬ 
ing  in  his  great  chair,  surmounted  liy  the  arms  of  England,  sat  Mr 
Spetoer,  luso  hatted,  cloaked,  and  sworded  like  the  rest ;  but  not  al¬ 
ways  treated  by  the^  nor  in  sooth  always  treating  them,  with  the 
respect  which  W  gathered  to  his  office  in  later  time.— Foreter'e  Hie- 
torieal  and  Biographical  Eeeaye.
